I came across the first issue 
of CREEPY quite by accident. 
It was buried underneath a 
pile of other magazines, and 
at first I dismissed the maga- 
zine as another one of those 
collections of Charles Addams- 
type cartoons. But I flashed 
back to the magazine Immedi- 
ately when I realized that jolly 
Jack Davis had drawn the 

So I opened the magazine 
and what did I find, but most 
of my favorite Illustrators 
listed as contributing artists, t 
purchased the magazine and 
went home immediately to 
read it. 

When I did, my heart was 
really gladdened. As most of 
us know, exactly ten years ago. 
horror comics were the object 
of a great deal of hysterical 



criticism. Comics In general 
were being blamed for every 
social III, and under a great 
deal of pressure, publishers 
were forced to drop 90% of 
their crime, fantasy, and hor- 
ror titles. Those that remained 
were so watered down in con- 
tent, and censored so heavily 
by the newly formed Comics 
Code Authority, that they be- 
came trite in content. Many 
publishers went out of busi- 
ness, and others found them- 
selves on rather shaky 
grounds. Basically, readers 
were left to choose from the 
product of four or five major 
comic producers, and over the 
years, we have seen the emer- 
gence of possibly the biggest 
super-hero epidemic ever to 
hit the comics. Don't get me 
wrong, I'm not Anti-Super- 
Hero. But the situation has 
gotten pretty bad. There must 
be at least a hundred of them 
now, and most of them seem 
to inhabit New York for some 
strange reason. I'm sick of' all 
the Super-Worms, Super-Crick- 
ets etc., etc. 

And so I am most happy 
with the emergence of CREEPY. 
It fills a void that has existed 
for much too long. However, 
CREEPY is not the first at- 
tempt at a large size, expen- 
sive comic magazine. There 
have been a few others, none 
of which lasted more than one 
issue, and believe me, none of 
them as well executed as 
CREEPY. 

1 have a suggestion or two; 
a criticism or two, and some 
comments to make. First of 
all, I have mixed emotions 
about your title. At least I have 
definite dislike for the title logo 
on the first issue's cover. It 
just doesn't LOOK "creepy." 
As I said earlier in this letter, 
on first glance, the magazine 
looked like a collection of car- 
toons, not only because of the 
title logo, but the bright yel- 
low color so predominant on 
the cover. Your covers should 
be scary, and the backgrounds 
on the cover, and in the inte- 
rior artwork should, in general, 
be dark and foreboding. Also, 
as much as I love Jack Davis, 
I wish he would do covers in 
the great horror tradition he 
established during the fifties, 
instead of the satirical maga- 
zine approach, so evident on 
the cover of your first issue. 

As for the interior artwork, 
and story content, I approve 
In general, although I would 
prefer to see pure terror, sus- 
pense, and crime stories fea- 
tured, rather than science-fic- 
tion. I like surprise endings, 
and please, let's not have any 
hesitation in presenting shock- 
ing, unhappy endings. 

I am happy In general with 
your new magazine, despite my 
criticisms, and I would like to 
see it develop into the best of 
it's kind. You've got a great 
start . . . good artists, good 
writers, and a good end prod- 
uct. Now if you can only sell 
it to everyone.
